Ottawa, April 27th-— Hon lan Mac: | 
kenzie, Minister of National Defence, 
goes to London accompanied by — the 
heads of the military, naval and air 
services, and other senior officers of 
his department. he Minister of Trade 
and Commerce is not going at all, and 
trade experts will be conspicuous by 
their absence. It all goes to confirm 
the impression which has been reach- 
ed from other sourcces, that imperial 
defence will be the main topic of dis- 
cussion at London, 

There appears to be 


little doubt 


that the British delegates to the im-| 


perial conference which begins ou 
May 14th will stress certain consider- 


ations. For instance, that Britain is 
spending a billion dollars a year on 
defence, and a good deal of itis de 


fence of the Commonwealth, That, as 
a result, the British taxpayer is bend- 
ing low under the yoke of taxation. 
That Canada is the fourth largest ex- 
porter of goods in the world, and has 
a tremendous stake in keeping open 
the shipping channels of the world. 
That if Canada feels secure about us- 
ing the Atlantic, it is largely so be- 
cause of the British fleet. That if an 
Imperial fleet is to be created for the 
Pacific, of similar proportions to the 
Atlantic cfleet (and this suggestion is 
being seriously considered) it will 
have as one of its main chores the 
protection of the merchant shipping 


of Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and India. 
Sounded Out On Defence 

The British delegates probably 


won’t use the word “sponge” to des 
cribe Canada’s attitude on defence, al- 
though certain outspoken parliament- 
arians at Ottawa did, last session. But 
in a polite way Mackenzie King and 
his colleagues will probably be asked 
if they feel disposed to co-operate with 
the British authorities in strengthen- 
ing, say, the Pacificc defences of the 
Commonwealth. 

The Canadian delegates will there- 


upon be placced in a rather delicate! 


position. The representatives of the 
Canadian people assembled ut Ottawa 
last session made it pretty clear that 
they were not keen about going in for 
armaments, They swallowed the $35, 
000,000 program with some difficulty, 
after the explanation that it really 
wusn't an increase in armaments at 
all, that what was being done was scle 
ly the restoration and repair of Cana- 
da’s existing war machine, which had 
been allowed to run down. 

Mr Mackenzie King will be able to 
say to the British, with some justifi- 
cation, that it is all very well to talk 
about increases of armaments at Lon 
don, but that the last word is with 
the Canadiun people in Parliament 
ussembled, and that if they won't ag 
ree to increases, it connot be done. 
What Is On The Cards 

It is not difficult, perhaps, to see in 
advance what is going to be done at 
the Imperial Conference. The British 
will try to get the Dominions to go in: 
for enlarged defences; the Dominions 
will plead that it is politically very 
difficult. A compromise will be reach- 
ed, and Hon. lan Mackenzie will come 
back to Canada with a naval program 
of half a dozen fast cruisers, or some- | 
thing of the kind, to be built at once 
to add to the defences of the Pacific. 
The Canadian public will be carefully 
prepared for this program, and at the 
next session of parliament— which 
might, of course, be held late this 
autumn, there will be another naval 
debate. 

The Combines Act 

Fred McGregor, registrar for many 
years of the Combines Investigations 
Act, has been named commissioner of 
the rejuvenated body, which has a few 
new teeth in it, although not so many 
as the Minister of Labor would have 
liked. Some work with the forceps 
was done in the banking and com- 
merce committee of the Senate in the 
dying days of last session. There is 
probably enough left of the Acct, how- 
ever, to enable Fred McGregor and his 
colleague to keep a watchful eye on 
the exploiters who see in Mr Average 
Man a fair mark for their operations. 
There is nothing illegal about associa- 
ting with other business men, or the 
combining of one corporation with 
others, providing that what is done is 
not injurious to the public. But if 
manufacturers or wholesalers ‘got to- 
gether’ and agreed not to sell socks 
or aspirin tablets or coal or threshing 


machines or wooden legs, at less than 
an agreed-upon figure, thus eliminat- 
ing competition between firms, they 
| would come within the scope of | the

Way to remedy the situation is to put 
in a drain called a ‘cut-olf’ drain ab- 
ove the alkali spot, us it is starting to 
uevelop to draw away the water that 
is seeping through the soil and caus 
ing the alkali to accumulate. Usually 
drainage is extremely expensive and 
the cost muy not be justilied. In any 
event drainage should not be atlemp- 
ted except on the advice of someone 
who has had extensive experience in 
reclaiming alkali seils. 

There are a few things a 
can do that may help to decrease the 
harmful effects of alkali, Crops will 
grow in the presence of more alkali 
on soils rich in organic matter than in 
soils containing litte organic matter, 
so the application of barnyard manure 
may help the situation.

The fondest hopes of thousands of 
Westérn farming families were ruth 
lessly destrayed in 1916 by the grim 
killer—black stem rust, 

“We must help these sulfering peo- 
ple” exclaimed Dr, Buller, head of the 
Botany Department, University of 
Manitoba, He jumped on a train and 
proceeded to the rust infected State of 
Minnesota to tinl out what the scien- 
tists there were doing to combat the 
enemy, 

Dr Buller’s recommendations for 
Canada’s action were submitted to Ot- 
tawa, Dr, Grisdale, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, and Dr Gussow, Dominion 
Botanist, were jointly responsible for 
the quick allocation of $5,000.00 for 
rust investigational work. 

Research Laboratories were soon es- 
tablished at Indian Head and Brand- 
on; then later at the University of 
Saskatchewa@; all under the direction 
of Professor Fraser,

Where the water tabl 
is close to the surlace, it may be the 
Water, more than the alkali, that pre 
Vents uormal crop growth, Ii that i 
the cause, plants that will grow in wet 
soil (Stand wet leet) may be best, 
Sweet clover will grow in quite wet 
soil and if it passes the seedling stage 
it has more resistauce to alkali than 
some other plants, 

Most plauts will tolerate more al- 
Kuli if they become well established 
than they will in the germinating o: 
the seedling stages so it may be pos- 
sible to get the Crop started by plough 
ing deeply to turn the alkali crust 
down so that it will not be in proxim- 
ily lo the germinating seed and =the 
seedling plants. If the salts do not get 
back up until the plant becomes well 
eslublished it tay be possible to pro- 
duce a crop. Irrigating immediately 
alter seeding Map accomplish the 
same results as ploughing by washing 
the salts down. 

Mulching the surface with manure 
ov straw alter ploughing or irrigating 
to check evaporation retards the 
movement of salts t othe surface and 
may help in the establishing of a 
crop. 

Frequently the alkali is too strong 
to permit the growth of any crop 
plants regardless of wht is done, In 
such cases if drainage is not feasible, 
the only sane thing to do is to aban- 


don the use of the land where the 
salts are concentrated.
